Hi Molly and LaTina, 

As you know, we have a subcommittee of our Hollywood 4WRD group who has been tracking some of the individuals 
referred for AOT since last September, when we first became aware of the new resources available at DMH. Now 
that six months have gone by, we'd like to have a meeting with the appropriate people at DMH to help us understand 
better how to interact with these teams and what expectations are reasonable for us to hold. 

We had a meeting today to review the original list of about 30 people referred by LAPD to DMH/AOT team. Of 
particular interest to us is to understand some of the case dispositions, including: 

* "did not meet criteria" 

Case closed; could not locate 
Referred to other services 

WE know this program is new and just rolling out, and there is a lot of learning involved with respect to all parties. We 
are hoping that our intimate knowledge of so many individuals in our community, coupled with the criteria applied by 
the AOT team who makes these determinations, might help this program succeed. For example, if too many people 
were referred for consideration by the AOT team, then we can pull back and decrease the load on DMH having to 
review cases that will not meet criteria. 

As we discussed at the very beginning - with three teams operating now (AOT, MIT, and MTT) we are trying to 
ascertain how to work within the parameters of each. 

In this meeting, I would have 

* LAPD HOPE car rep 

* Neighborhood Prosecutor 

* Supervising city attorney Homeless Engagement and Response Team (HEART) 

* PATH 

* Housing Works Top 14 team 

Here are two options for a meeting - please let me know if either or both would work (and Molly, we know how busy 
you are, and are looping you in as a courtesy) 

March 14, Monday, afternoon 
March 15, Tuesday, all day
